Iam not awaro of 
any auapicious ciroumstances in the caso, 
If Thad noticed that this man was drank

Inspector Hennessy--I aia not aware of 
any suspicious circurnstances in this case.

The verdict in this case was also ac-

TRE EXCLUSION OF CHINESE 
FROM AMERICA. 
(From a Correspondent. ) 
San Francisco, Nov, 2, 1888, ° 

We are waiting anziously to see what 
effect tho Exclusion Bill, recently passed, 
will have un tho Government of China, and 
more especially on the folks in Kwang- 
tung. There has been great rejoicing here, 
bonfires, boll-ringing and a goneral sou de 
joie. The bill is a ‘disgrace to this country 
and an outrage to Ohina, It was intro- 
duced with no serious intention of ita 
becoming law, it waa a trick to catch votes 
and make political capital, and was carried 
by intrigee of both parties, the one trying 
to throw the other on to the horne of a di- 
lemma, . Tho fact romaing that the Pre- 
sident of a great country. that has ever 
been first in philanthropy and justice hos 
deliberately kicked a nation that he knowa 
is too weak to resont tho outrage, and all 
for tho sako of. gaining tho, votes of the 
savdlot mob, The act itself is a broach of 
treaty—a breach of faith with some 30,000 
Chinese who have gone home holding in 
their hands a decument bearing the Go- 
vernment seal, promising that the person 
thorein described shall- be allowed to re- 
enter tho U.S. But the worst injustice 
is that provision in tho law which shuts out 
the 600 or 800 Chinese who were upon the 
high seae when the Jaw was passed. These 
aro kept as prisoners on board ship, denied 
tho right-of hubeas corpws, and not even 
allowed to transfer to another steamer or 
sail toany.other port but that from whence 
thoy came. Fathers are not even allowed 
to ace and speak to thoir wives and children, 
ond brothers cannot pasa a otter to a 
brother on shore, without being beaten aud 
kicked by. brutal Customs officers. 

There are just now two nations soundly 
hated on this coast. If a man is an Eny- 
lishman oro Chinaman it is bad for him. 
The nearer the election epproaches the

England the harder, This is the only place 
in the world where an Englishman cannot 
hold up his head, The Irish element is 
very strong here and wil! most certainly 
favor the party that does the loudest cur- 
‘sing'of these two hated peoples.

CIVILIZATION. 

We give below from the China Revimo 

a very interesting article by Dr. Eitel, 

written as a review of tho Rev, J.-C. Gib- 


son's work‘ Learning io -Read in South, 


China, being a plea for tho use of Roma- 
nised Vernaoalar in Miesion Work.” 
"THE CHINESE CANNOT READ,’ 


This pamphlet presents what will be to 
many readers rather an astonishing revela~ 
tion, Mr. Gibson sets out by demonstrat- 
ing that the Chineso as: a’ people cannot 
read, that in this muoh-tanght and much- 
examined country, where there ia not a 
village but has ite sohool, there is hardly 
one in twenty of the male sex and hardly 
ono in ten thousand of the female sex who 
ean rend ¢ underetandingly.’ = We: think, 
however, that to any unprejudiced mind. it 
will be obvious’ tbat the standard applied 
in this caloutation is obsurdly vague, and 
really an indeterminable quantity. | No 
one could possibly define what ‘reading un- 
derstandingly’ really amounts tu, as it de- 
pends in each individual case on such varie 
able faotora 2a age and intellectual capacity 
in the reader, and subject wntter, style 
ond diction in-the book to be read, Mord+ 
over, ‘in tho case of the Chinese written 
language, thera arc special elements in- 
trodnoing differentiation. Thie whole cal- 
oulstion is, in our opinion, practically value- 
lesa because of the indetiniteness of tho 
atandard-applied. -. 


WHAT CHIARINE DOES THE MISSIONARIES . 
CAN DO, 


The next astonishing revelation which 
Mr, Gibson proclaims is, to use his own 
words, that ‘we cannot, therefore, reach 
the millions of:China by one version of the 
Seriptures!? That means to say that the 
many twillions of: pounds sterling spent by 
the British and Foreign Biblo Society ond 
by the Auerican Bible Society, are an-utter 
woste of money.

observer might draw the same ksaon from 
the placards and advertisenienta posted up 
-at every strect corner which are ‘read 
understandingly’ by the common people, 
though couched in. the written churacters 
used by Confucius, When Chiarini wishes 
to inform. the two-hundred thousand Chi- 
nese of ‘Hongkong that he will open bis 
circus to-morrow evening ot 9 p.m., he 
how uot the slightest difficulty in mat-~ 
ing. every possible detail of his exhibi- 
tion known, in o few beusi, ‘to every 
Chinaman or Chinawoman in Hongkong, 
but he doesit by using the classical writ- 
ten language of Chinu, What- Chisrini 
can do, Mr, Gibson thinks the Bible Society 
cannot do. ~ 


TRE WRITTEN LANGUAGE AND CONFUCIANISM, 


The third astounding revelation of | Mr, 
Gibson is thet "in the nation, the Chinese 
written character hag had a fair trial for 
over two thousand years,’ and hes failed. 
1i.Mr. Gibson. will read tho firat article in 
this present sumber of the China Rerict,

Afr, Gibson 
then goes on quoting the ease of 2 German 
Minsionary who has ‘taught his converts tho 
Romanized aystem and who- corresponds 
with them freely by means of the Roman 
‘elphabet, and thon Mr, Gibson oxolaime, 
‘Is there any other Missionary who does 
the same, with hie own hand, in Chincee 
characters?’ Wedo not mean to dispute 
the correotneas of Mr, Gibaun's atatements,

Here in 


Hongkong, tor instance, Chineso and Earo- 


peans have been in tho closest daily contact 
for nearly fifty years, yot there is at tho pre- 
sentday aawidva gulf separating thetwoty pes 


of civijivttion as aver. There is virtually 
ditercourse in Hongkong between 
eins ond Chinese, aud, what ie wore, 
therelano possibility of bridging over the gulf 
between these represeotatives of Occidental 
and Oriental civilization, unless you de- 
nationalize cither the oat side of the other, 


HONGEONG BECOMING A CHINESE coLonr, 


‘When Hongkong was first established, it 
was expected to prove a model British Coo 
ony which would have the eifeot of a power. 


ful civilizing leaven upon the neighbouring 
Chiness Empire. As a matter of fact, how- 
over, it ie fast becoming a Chinese Colony 
under British rule, Chinese commoree and 
Chinese forma of oivilizntion developing 
vapidly-in their eld national grooves, an 
“pushing rathlessly aside all attempts at 
ringing about an amalgamation between 
the European and Chinese factors in the 
social problemi. Now the satne incompatibi- 
lity of Chinese nad European civilization 
has had its effeet in the relations exiatin 
between the Missiunaries in China and their 
converts, ~The foreign Missionary in China 


is, in the midst of his ounverts, a stranger 


among strangers. Even if ie dons Chinese 
contume and, to a certain extent, lives like 
@ native, the natives, unless in hie pay or in 
eomo way profiting by intercourse with 
him, remain socially and emotionally ot a 
distance, There is something in Chinese 
civilization which obstinately resists all 
fusion with Occidental culture, and that. 
something is the Confucian leaven inborn 
in. every Chinaman. It is thie. which 
opposes all European culture, whether 
Chriatian or agnontic.” Take any number 
of ordinary Chinamen of whatever ravk 
in society you please, and oompere the 
Chincac, class by class, with Europeans ; 
you will find thet the typical Chinaman is 
far more of 3 Confucian than’ the. Kuro- 
pean is a Christian and thet, while the 
Chinese aro all of one mind as regards 
their Contucianism, tha foreiguers. ure all 
at daggers drawn in mattera of religion, 


AND THY RELIGION OF cha, 


{n° tho case of the ordinary English- 
man or Ameriesn hia Christianity will 
generally be found but skin-deep, whilst 
his civilization ie a atrange medley of 
heterogeneous elements, chiefly Roman’ and 
Greck, The case of other Buropran and

CHINA WILL NOT TOLERATE tNTERFERENCE- 
WITH IER LANGUAGE, 


Tlere is the: point where Mir. Gibson's 
»hule uizamont is brought to the test, Afr 
Gibson iv quite right in arguing, as he vir- 
tually’ deco by implication though not in 
words, that a powerful way to deatroy Confu- 
cinniem would be to lay tho axe to tho root 
of the written language of China ond to aub- 
stitute a aystom of writing like the Ro. - 
manized spelling he recommends, in which 
tho Chineso Classics could not possibly. be 
perpetuated, in which Confucian: ethics 
and politics could not any Idhger bo 
jWopogated. But. Mr. Gibson, wo think, 
ie wrong in supposing auch a violent. men- 
sura will bo tolerated by Chinese nation- 
al acl€-reapect, The Chineso are vory pati- 
ent and very docile, up to a certain’ point, 
When it suits their temporal ‘intoreata to 
submit to Romanized roading and writing, 
they. will do so with the utmost urbanity 
and. suavity of manner, They will learn 
the Romanized system with ease, they will 
repeat the Christian catechisms, hymnas and 
creeds with faulticss precision, but thoy 
will stick with increased ardour.and rever- 
ence to their Confucian writton language, 
and its classical teaching and the momeut 
they ene the latter in danger, there will 
ariao a storm of national indignation which - 
will sweep away the Romanized system 
and ite temporary regime like atubble be- . 
fore tha wind. 


THE REAL REMEDY. 


We believe we cau soo, and iva deplora as 
much as Mr. Gibson does, the difficulties in 
the way of evangelistic work in China, and 
believing, aa we do, that withont constant 
reading end meditation on God’a Word theta 
gan be but little spiritual geowth, we are aa 
desirous as Mr. Gibson ean possibly bo, that 
the Chinese Christians should have a proper 
version of the Bible placed in their honda, 
but wa are decidedly of opinion that such 
a version muat be printed in the Chinese 
alnasical character, be the version made in 
olagsical or colloquial or semi-solloquial 
style. Tho employment of Romanized char- 
acters tends only to serve temporarily asa 
pons asinorun, to widen the sosial gulf 
existing, to denationalize the Chinese Chris- 
tian and to make him a hybrid cross between 
Weatern and Oriental culture. Mr. Gibson's 
argumenta virtually amount to saying, the 
Chinaman must bo romanized beforehe ean be - 
ahristianized, But there isa bettor basis for 
avangelistio work in China than the pro-, 
posed bootless destruotivn or at loast ignor- 
ing of the written Chinesa character, Where 
peminal Christiunity is hound to fail, apiri- 
tual Christianity ia bound to succeed. A 
few spirjtually-mindad natives possessed 
of talent and enthusiasm, sowing spiri-. 
tual seed in the hearts of their countrymen, 
would find as powerful a lever, to regenerate 
their people, in the written Chinese charay- 
ter, as Confucius ever found in it for tho pro- 
pagation of his acoptic oreed. But the work 
will have to ba done by Chinéss Christians 
rather than by foreign Missionaries,
